Narberth Lawns and 
Gardens Badly Parched 

The effects of the long drought and 
unusually hot weather for nariv sum- 
mer are plainly evident now in ;he 
lawns- and gardens of Xarb.'rth. Gra-s 
is as dry and paiidied as if it were 
August, and dead leaves along the road 
>ides begin to suggest early September. 
Excess temperature for June as report- 
ed on Friday last was 112 degrees, and 
at the present w riling that ligurc is 
probably too low. Add to this the 
lack of rainfall during Ihe month, an 1 
the gardener's problems this sl-o^jii 
are seen to be acute. 

Mrs. Fletcher Stites, who carried oil 
so many honors in the recent Flower 
Show, says that her llower garden is 
slowly burning up. Mis. Stites is !oo 
experienced a gardener, and her gar 
den is also too large, toj resort to 
artificial watering. She depends on 

thorough cultivation to keep the mois- 
ture in the ground, and her beautiful 
garden ai.d her collection of blue rib- 
bons bear testimony lo Ihe success of 
her methods 

The vegetable garden belonging lo 
Mr. A B. Boss, at Forest and Wind- 
sor Avenues, han not so far suffered un- 
duly, but Mr. Koss said Saturday that 
forty-eight hours more of drought, 
would ruin his corn, which was then 
beginning to curl. 

Since Mr. boss' jiaiden is used ji.-irl- 
Iv for experimental purposes, he, ton, 
refuses to water his garden, resort 1114 
to ' ' dry-farniiug ' ' methods instead. 
He h'mls that a lig-hl dry ituilch is in 
valuable for preventing e\ ajwirat ion 'f 
moisture from the ground, and afler 
every i-ain, cultivates lightly to con- 
serve whatever moisture tins fallen. 

One bad effect of continued drought 
011 the gardens is thai while .-11. -ii 
plants as peas and beans form llo'ir 
pods, they do not Mil out, to the kc.-u 
disappointment of the housewife. 

h'oports from the state Department 
of Agriculture soy that the heavy 
showers of Saturday and Sunday, 
which covered all the Eastern enmi- 
ties, have saved the crops in ninny 
leenli'ties. 

Wheat, which is ripening in Hie 
southeastern part of the State, lias 
been materially benefited and the hay 
crop, almost a failure in many coun- 
ties, has likewise been helped. Corn 
and other vegetables which were dry- 
ing up and young tobacco, set out but 
a few week ago. have als» been saved. 
In some localities ihe downpours were 
heavy and the possihilit y of a re- 
stricted water supply has disapponrc I. 

The storm 011 Sunday night came 
iust in time to save many gardens 
from ruin, provided' Ihe drought is 
again broken within a week.

AN ORDINANCE 



Prohibiting the Discharge of or Fir- 
ing of Fireworks and other Pyrotechnic 
Displays in the Borough of Niirbenh 
and providing penalties. 

BE IT ORDAINED hy the Council 
of the Borough of Narberth, and it is 
hereby ordained by the .authority of 
the sarnie: 

Section 1. The discharge, firing, or 
use of Fire-crackers, Roekets, Torpedoes, 
Roman Candles, Imflammnble Balloons, 
or other Fireworks or substances de- 
signed or intended for pyrotechnic dis- 
play, including Sparklers ami like sub- 
stances, and of pistols, canes, cannons 
or other appliances, using blank cart- 
ridges or caps containing chlorate of 
potash, or other explosive mixture, is 
hereby prohibited. Provided, however, 
that the Burgess may issue a permit for 
the public display of fireworks by pro- 
perly qualified individuals when he shall 
be satisfied that such displays will lie 
so located, discharged or fired that it 
will not he hazardous to surrounding 
property or will not endanger any per- 
son or persons. 
, ., Sec. 2. The sale of firework* at r?- 
. tail is hereby prohibited. The Chief of 
the Fire Department may, at his discre- 
tion, remove or have removed at the 
owner's expense, all stock of fireworks 
or other combustibles exposed for sale 
or held in stock in violation of this 
ordinance. 

Sec. 3. Any persons, firms or corpora- 
tion violating any of the provisions' of 
tliis ordinance shall be deemed guilty 
of n misdemeanor and fdiull, on con- 
viction thereof, be fined- not less than 
five dollars ($5.00) nor more than fif- 
teen dollars ($15.00) for each day's 
neglect 'of compliance, to be collected 
as such fines are collective by law.

The Philadelphia Inquirer on Wednesday, June 13, published the 
following editorial: 

"AN OBJECT LESSON IN RAILROAD EFFICIENCY 

The word efficiency has been greatly overworked in recent 
years, but it can be applied in all justice to the officials of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad who are meeting the emergency produced 
by the destruction of the trainshed of the Broad Street Station. 

While the conflagration was still in progress heads of the 
engineering and construction departments were in consultation, 
and the fire had not been extinguished before numerous wreck- 
ing crews were at work. In the meantime the traffic department 
was called Upon to make a readjustment of service, and special 
bulletins promptly informed the traveling public of the dis- 
position of trains. 

In less than twenty-four hours after i he fire started the 
builders were employed in restoring platforms. Men had been 
summoned from everywhere, but there was a minimum of con- 
fusion, because every squad had a definite duty. It has been a 
splendid object lesson in efficiency on the part of the world's 
greatest railroad. In these days of Speed, demoralized train 
service spells general congestion, and that this should have been 
so largely and quickly overcome is a matter of congratulation. 

The American spirit is shown at its best when meeting 
seemingly unsurmountable difficulties. Say that a thing is im- 
possible in this country and, as if by magic, men will appear 
to make it possible. Those who travel may be subject to some 
temporary inconvenience, but if the public be as patient as the 
railroad company has been enterprising, there will not be much 
reason for complaint." 

Train service In and out of Broad Street Station has 
already practically heen restored to normal conditions.
